During 1961 the Selectmen continued previous policy of 
conducting the Town's affairs consistent with providing best pos - 
sible service within the limits of the Town budget. We are glad 
to report that both the Highway and General Accounts show a.

Our Town and Village business continues to increase and 
requires more work in the Town Clerk's, Road Commissionoi 's 
and Welfare departments. The activity connected with tlto 
Village Sewer project has affected the work load in these deparf,- 
ments to some extent.

Mr. Baccei's previous experience as auditor as 
well as business experience in purchasing, sales and accounting 
has enabled the change-over to be made in an orderly and efficient 
manner. 

At this time we also wish to record our thanks to our High- 
way Commissioner and his crew for the commendable manner in 
which the increasing Town and Village affairs concerning water, 
highways, sewers, trees, etc. were conducted during the year. 

United Nations Day was observed on October 24, 1961 with 
appropriate exercises at the Village Hall and park. Our thanks go 
to Mr. H. T, Johnson who donated a maple tree which was planted 
in the park in memory of the departure of our outstanding 
National Guard Unit into active federal service. We also wish to 
thank the Proctor Women's Club and representatives from the 
three local churches who served a coffee-break and dinner to the 
45th Engineer Company on this day. The 45th Engineer Com- 
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pany is under the command of our townsman, Capt. William 
Smith. 

In addition, the Selectmen and Village Trustees again wish 
to thank Mr H T. Johnson for donating his personal time when 
charging for his firm's tree service to the Town and Village of 
Proctor.

State Aid Tarring

The Welfare expense this year is considerably less than ui 
1()()0 when there was a large hospital bill for the Town to pay. 
Thib'year our Proctor citizens have made less requests for help, 
hut there have been more calls from transients for hospital and 
medical assistance. With the cooperation of the Welfare offic^ials, 
grants have been provided to needy elderly citizens and deperdent 
children, from the Federal Aid Programs. There are now four 
elderly Proctor residents receiving good care in State Approved 
Nursin<^ Homes. One of our Proctor citizens has reimbursed the 
Town for the expense of assistance given, and the State and some 
(owns have done likewise for reUef furnished to transients. 

During the year 11,968 pounds of Government Surplus Food 
( Commodities have been distributed and delivered to the homes of 
approved families, the approximate value is $3,390.00. 

I wish to thank the kind people in Proctor, for their charity 
has assisted me in providing a little extra help and comfort to 
the needy.

ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1961 

The following health services were available from State- 
Federal tax money ard local voluntary contribution to protect 
the health of the people of Proctor, along with the people of the 
other towns ard cities in Vermont. A tabulation of the principal 
State Health Department services which the residents of your 
town used last year follows: 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping handi- 
capped children, well-child and school conferences were attended 
by 97 children. At the request of attending doctors no children 
received pediatric consultations, none received hospital diagnosis, 
3 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological corditior.s 
received services' or appliances through clinics for handicapped 
children and 2 were given financial aid toward hospitalization 
costs. Mental retardation clinic services were extended to no 
children. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 22 persons 
received chest x-rays; 127 children received immunizations, in- 
cluding boosters, against diphtheria, whooping cough and/or 
tetanus. Polio immunizations, including boosters, were given 269 
children and adults in cHnics and conferences, ai d 232 people 
obtained immunizations during the summer mobile poho pro- 
gram. The state laboratory performed tests on 69 water samples, 
no food and dairy products, 77 blood specimens and 4 other 
specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and biologicals were distributed 
for protection agairst communicable diseases. 

There were 12 sanitary inspections or consultations made at 
the town's food and lodging places and 22 concerning water 
supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other problems, to 
protect health through improved town sanitation. Services to 
maintain and improve adult health in industry included no 
chest x-rays and inspections and consultations at plants. In 
connection with the state licensing program and the Hill-Burton 
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r(Ml(M-al aid program for hospital and medical facility construction 
ilicr(^ were 2 inspections-consultations to hospitals, nursing homes 
homes for the aged. 

Mental health services, through guidance clinics, educational 
meetings or consultations, were received by six persons and 
rj'oups. Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, psychologist 
..r psychiatric social worker were given 9. Under the community 
mental health program to develop local projects for prevention, 
tr(^:itment or education in mental health, financial assistance and 
.stjilT consultations are available. 

To promote better dental health, no consultations and 
Hci'vices were provided groups or individuals on town or school 
dental health problems. 

In cancer work, 1 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor 
(.linics or were financially helped with hospitalization costs. 

All programs in the department offer educational services. 
I'amphlets, films, a news release and information service and 
Hpeakers are available. A health educator is available to help 
town groups study their health problems and plan educational 
|)rograms. 

The public health nurse served at well-child and school con- 
Irrences, x-ray and immunization clinics, assisted by local people. 
She visited homes, doctors, and agencies, making 154 visits on 
h(4ialf of 45 persons and community health activities. Her ser- 
vH'C is an essential element in the department's program for 
health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and 
education.

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WINTER PARKING ORDINANCE 
Adopted January 9, 1962 

BE IT RESOLVED by the Legal Voters of the Village of 
Proctor that night parking of motor vehicles in the public high- 
ways of the Village, is hereby declared to be a nuisance under 
certain circumstances and shall be abated in the following 
manner ;- 

1) The owner, operator or person controlling a motor 
vehicle shall not park it, or cause it to be parked, in any pubUc 
highway within the Village of Proctor between 1:00 A.M. and 
7:00 A.M. from December 1st to March 31st inclusive, unless the 
vehicle is being used for medical or emergency purposes at that 
time. 

2) A motor vehicle parked in violation of this ordinance 
may be removed or caused to be removed from the public high- 
way by or under the order of a law enforcement officer or the 
Commissioner of Highwaj'^s, to any other area in the Village for 
storage, and the person owning, operating oi- controlling said 
motor vehicle, or any one of them, shall be liable for all costs of 
such removal and for the additional charge of Two Dollars ($2.00) 
per hour for each hour said motor vehicle is in storage ai'ter 
10:00 A.M. of the day the vehicle is removed from the highway. 

3) Village and Town officers and members of their depart- 
ments shall be exempt from claim for damages that may occur by 
reason of such removal or storage, and other persons assisting in 
the removal shall furnish insurance in limits satisfactory to the 
Trustees, covering personal injury and property damage. 

4) Vehicles so impounded shall be released by the Village 
Treasurer upon payment to him of the costs and charges incurred. 

5) If in the sole discretion and judgment of the Treasurer 
the circumstances warrant it, he may remit such portion of the 
aggregate hourly charge in excess of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) that 
may to him seem just. 
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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 



The Civil Defense Organization for the Town of Proctor has 
\mm reorganized in accordance with State Plans for Towns and 
(iities, as contained in Appendix 3, to General Plan of Operations, 
Slate of Vermont Civil Defense Plan. 

The organization consists primarily of a Command Group 
with a Technical Advisor and Public Information Center, and 
three (3) main divisions, which coordinate and supervise twenty 
(20) Services. The Administration Division coordinates the . 
Administration, Fiscal, Manpower, Mortuary, Record Protec- 
tion and Religious Affairs Services. The Operations Division 
supervises the following Services: Communications and Warning, 
Engineering, Fire and Rescue, Health, Intelligence, Pohce, 
RADEF (Radiological Defense), and Wardens. The Logistics 
Division has charge of the Installations, Supply, Procurement, 
•iVansportation, and Welfare Services. It also implements the 
decisions of the Economic Requirements and Control Board. 

This organization is designed to operate if necessary on a 
24 hour-a-day basis for an indefinite period of time. The key 
positions in the Command Group, Division Heads, and Service 
( ;hiefs all have been filled with capable and qualified personnel, 
iu most cases three (3) deep for each position, and in all other 
••ases two (2) deep. However, additional personnel are needed m 
many of the Services if the Town Civil Defense Organization is to 
become fully manned and capable of sustained operation on a 
21 hour basis. 

The Town Selectmen and Village Trustees all have accepted 
as,signments in the Town Civil Defense Organization, and Gov^ 
Mortimer Proctor is acting as Technical Advisor. Other elected 
and appointed Town and Village officials, where the normal 
duties conform to a Civil Defense position, have accepted assign- 
ments in the organization. The Clergy of the Town have been 
most helpful and have indicated a willingness to organize the 
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Religious Affairs vS(M'vice. Tlu^ pci-sonnol of l)oUi Uio High School 
and Grade School have been niost cooperative. 

On January 9, 1962, this Town was surveyed by the 
Dufresne-Henry Engineering Corp. of Springfield, Vermont, as 
to potential public fallout shelters to accommodate 50 or more 
persons per shelter. Eight (8) buildings with cooking facilities 
and nine (9) buildings without cooking facilities were looked at 
from the outside only. At a later date, if Federal funds are made 
available, these buildings may be surveyed inside to see what 
must be done to make them into adequate shelters. On February 
5, 1962, the High School, the Grade School, and the Library, 
were reported to the State as possible storage places for shelter 
supplies. The amount of space required would be 325 cu. ft. in 
the High School, 300 cu. ft. in the Grade School, and 125 cu. ft. 
in the Library. 

There are still many problems that need to be solved in 
regard to personnel, training, equipment, etc., if Proctor is to 
have the kind of Civil Defense that will really function in an 
emergency. Of these problems there are four major ones that are 
vital to our immediate survival in case of a nuclear attack. They 
are: 

1. An adequate Communications and Warnings system 
within the Town, to include the schools and hospital, 
with at least 8 Hcensed radio personnel. 

2. At least 10 persons qualified as RADEF monitors. 
(This requires taking a special RADEF course before 
being approved as a monitor by the State). 

3. Automatic auxiliary power for the water system, so that 
water may be pumped from the artesian well if electric 
power fails.

4 Adequate shelter to house 12 key Civil Defense personnel 
on a 24 hour basis during heavy fallout. This shelter 
would house the Communications and Warning Center 
(3 persons), the Command Group (4 persons), RADEP 
monitors (3 persons), the Chief of Operations Division, 
and the Chief of Logistics Division. It is hoped that the 
basement of the Municipal Building (Town Clerks 
office) can be renovated to provide this shelter from 
which' Civil Defense activities could be directed during 
an emergency. 

I hope that we will never have to put Civil Defense into 
,t, but if we must, and are not prepared, then it is too late to 
do anything about survival.
